There is no doubt that difference in this area, if leads to division 
and partisanship with each party to its opinion, and to pushing 
away what is between them of closeness and supports, it is 
dispraised without argument. However, if it remains in the area 
of consultation and delegation in which each party participates 
with its own opinion, supports it with possible proofs, listens to 
others' opinions, and in which matters are investigated from its 
different aspects, estimating benefits and harms, and they all 
accept at the end the opinion of the congregation and overall 
benefit, there is no harm in this. Moreover, this is what the 
sacred Texts require, and have made it a characteristic attn u e 
to the congregation of Muslims.
